The work of the Missionary Committee has been largely that of 
taking care of our missions and the vacant congregations during the 
year. No new missions have been established because there were very 
few openings on this territory for us or for any other denomination. 
The entire state is practically over- churched, and the present agitation 
for church federation, under the auspices of the Interchurch World 
Movement, is a striking evidence that our sister denominations are 
suffering from tlfe same trouble we are, and very possibly in a large 
degree, for the reason that they, more than we, rushed into th 
communities already more than adequately churched in order to plan 
3 - enother of their own faith. Now it seems to be the survival of th 
Bs fittest in many localities. There are hundreds of vacant pulpits . N 
Ee all over this section occasioned by both lack of support and insufficient ‘ 
number of men. 
It was our hope that when the war vel ceased and our camp | 
pasdtors and army chaplains and V. M. C. A. and Red Cross workers 
had returned to our land, that we would n ronger have in

‘finding sufficient 92 to man our forces, But such has not been 


the case, at least in this territory. We have noted that a number 
of our men have left the ministry for secular work because they 
telt they could not live on the meager salaries offered them. Others 
have entered the vocation of teaching. Some of our courageous pastors, 
laboring on — salary, have at times during the week labored 
at secular work. Some we know have worked in the harvest fields, 
some in factories, and some teaching a class or two in their local 
high school, so as to be able to pay their living bills, A careful 
estimate of the increase in Kansas Synod pastors’ salaries during the 
past three years does not indicate an average increase of fifteen per 
cent. Our missionaries have had the least increase. As a conse- 
quence, it has been strenuous work to get men from the East to 
come to our Synod. And now since the Western Theological Seminary 
and Midland College have been moved nearly 200 miles farther away, 
and the securing of stated supplies from that source is practically 
impossible, it is easily seen that this situation is bound to work a 
hardship among our vacant churches, and make the labors of the 
Missionary Superintendent not only doubly important but doubly dif- 
-ficult. Long vacancies without any preaching work a disaster, both 
disorganizing and disintegrating our churches. The Missionary Su- 
perintendent aims to keep vacant pulpits occupied with supplies im 
mediately upon their becoming vacant. This is now an almost impos- 


sible thing under the present circumstances. © 4 


3 Vacancies Filled. Your Committee, in accordance with the e 
tion of Synod, has helped wherever it was necessary to place pastors 
in vacancies. The following have been supplied with pastors: Abilene, | 
Bendena, Emporia, Kansas City, Kansas, Mt. Washington (Fairmount), — 
Mo., Norcatur, Peabody, Perth, St. Joseph, Tulsa and Waterville. |
